About 1500 gallons of gasoline 
flowed into sewers at Eleventh 
and Salisburv streets, two blocks 
from the Allen home, when a 
tractor-trailer of the Union Serv- 
ice Co., loaded with gasoline col- 
lided -with a cattle truck.

The blast knocked out two walls 
of the bedroom and caused the 
roof to collapse at an angle, 
over the boy’s bed, holding the 
debris off him.

NEW YORK, Dec. 27 (AP) — 
A clear-cut military victory in 
Korea is out of the question now, 
for sheer lack of numbers, but 
the net results of a heartbreaking 
campaign are better than they 
look. 

Perhaps they are more appar- 
ent on the other side of the Pa- 
cific than on this side, Out there, 
American morale is good. In 
neither Korea nor Japan is there 
any pessimism. No breast-beating, 
and certainly no despair. 

The soldiers are simply mad. 
They are mad clear through. They 
had won their victory and then, 
in late November, it was snatched 
away, not by better mén with 
better weapons or better leader- 
ship, but simply with greater 
nambers. 

Slow Retreat in Progress. 

So they were thrown back. And 
even today the only prospect is 
for a slow, grinding retreat down 
the length of Korea. Quite pos- 
sibly, the Eighth Army may be 
driven off the peninsula entirely. 
That depends on how many of 
their best divisions the Chinese 
Reds are prepared to spend. The 
cost of such a campaign to the 
Chinese would be enormous, but 
political and military observers 
generally believe that Peiping 
will pay it. 

Nevertheless, the morale of the 
average G.I. is intact. He knows 
that, given any semblance of 
equality in numbers, he would 
beat the Chinese Reds as soundly 
as he beat the Korean Reds. If 
he has to fall back again—and 
that seems inevitable.— he will 
carpet Korea with Chinese dead. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s 
headquarters, naturally, takes a 
longer and wider view of the pic- 
ture. 

At the moment, the United Na- 
tions cannot furnish the neces- 
sary divisions to counter-balance 
Chinese and Korean numbers,

MacArthur said South Korean 
forces contained an enemy attack 
near Taedong which lasted. for 
nearly ar hour Tuesday. Some 
small ground gains were made by 
the Communists but original po- 
sitions were restored later. 

Surrounded Unit Escapes. 

MacArthur said a South Korean 
unit which had been surrounded 
Sunday northeast of Yongpo 
fought an all-night battle with the 
Reds. By late afternoon Christ- 
mas day the South Korean unit 
broke through the enemy lines 
and joined other friendly forces 
in the area. 

Another U.N. force attacked 400 
Reds in the same area but there 
was no report on the result. 

Correspondent William  Bar- 
nard at Eighth Army headquar- 
ters reported the Chinese were 
massing in two areas near Yon- 
chon, 35 miles due north of Seoul, 
and west of Kuhwa, northwest of 
Seoul. This latter force was 
north of the Imjin river defense 
line on the U.N.’s extreme left 
flank. 

An Eighth Army spokesman 
said the Reds continued probing 
attacks trying to feel out Allied 
strength. He also reported light 
and scattered Communist activity 
on the central and eastern front. 

The briefing officer made no 
mention of two Chinese com- 
panies that earlier had swept 
within 27 miles of Seoul.

Gen. Ridgway, the new com- 
mander of the Eighth Army, 
made a jeep tour of the front.

Kremlin Agents Exploit Labor 
Unions, Intellectuals, Nationalist

What are these sources of Com- 
munist strength? 

Their focal points, Washington 
Says, are in the labor unions and 
the “intellectuals,” the latter in- 
cluding artists, writers, teachers 
and other professionals. 

Some of the Communist ap- 
peal is rooted in certain his- 
torical facts, based in part on 


our own weaknesses of policy 
in the past. They include: 

1. Attacks on what the Com- 
munists call “economic colonial- 
ism”’ inspired by United States 
capital. 


2. Social revolution. 


3. <A strong sense of na- 
tionalism and a corresponding 
hostility to all foreign inter- 
ests, particularly the United 
States. 


The Communists are attacking 
United States investments in vari- 
ous Latin American countries as 
exemplifying a policy of “Ameri- 
can imperialism” to the detri- 
ment of Latin American inter- 
ests. Actually, part of this line 
of attack is in direct. opposition 
to Communist dogma, particularly 
the appeals to nationalism. 


The Communists, however, are 
characteristically utilizing every 
weapon possible, for expediency. 
The appeal to nationalism happens 
to be a potent one and enlists the 
unwitting aid of some of the 
strongest anti-Communist ele- 
ments in Latin America. 

Part of this appeal is based on 
mistakes of the past by American 
investors who adopted a superior, 
“colonial” attitude toward Latin 
America. This spirit is still re- 
flected in some quarters today. 
As one Washington observer put 


, “Unhappily, we have not al- 


ways practiced what we preach- 


HE Communists have some real sources of strength in Latin 
America. They are shrewdly exploiting them all in their de- 
termined efforts to isolate the United States and deprive us of 
vitally needed strategic materials in the event of war with the 


ed. We have given lip service 
to Christian principles and 
democratic ideals, In practice, 
we have treated Latin Ameri- 
cans as our inferiors and their 
resources only as sources of 
profits to us.” 


This feeling has been largely 
overcome in recent years, begin- 
ning with the “good neighbor” 
policy instituted in the 1930s, 
Nevertheless, considerable damage 
was done, and the Communists are 
still capitalizing on it. 


The economic disparity between 
the United States and the poorest 
of the Latin American countries 
is another source of Communist 
strength. It provides ammunition 
for the Reds in their attacks on 
American investors whom they 
charge with exploiting Latin 
America, 


In organized labor one of the 
most powerful voices in all Latin 
America is that of a Mexican 
leader, Vicente Lombardo Tole- 
dano, who studiously follows the 
Communist party line. Toledano 
is president of the Latin Ameri- 
can Labor Federation and has a 
strong political following. His 
agents are at work throughout 
Latin America and have succeeded 
in organizing and controlling key 
trade unions. 

Of Toledano’s place in the 
Communist activity in Latin 
America, one Washington labor 
expert put it this way: 

“Imagine one man as the suc- 
cessor Of Phil Murray and William 
Green in an amalgamation of the 
CIO and the American Federation 
of Labor. Imagine that successor 
as a Communist, a shrewd lawyer 
and politician. Then you will have 
some estimate of Toledano’s 
power in the Latin American 
labor movement.” 

The Communists today control 
labor unions in Guatemala and 
Ecuador and important segments 
of labor in Colombia, Chile, Uru- 
guay, Bolivia, Mexico and poten- 
tially Cuba.

Listening Is N siglibeily ~ 


The State Department has called for an inter- 
American conference, because of the expanding 
threat of Communist aggression. On this occa- 
sion, the cause of the Good Neighbor will be 
better served if the United States does less talk- 
ing and more listening to the other republics. 

South and Central American nations may have 
a good deal to say. They may even Say, ‘as 
Marquis Childs did in his column, that “indiffer- 
ence, defeatism and bungling’ by the United 
States have damaged American neighborliness. 
Or they may be too polite to say it. 

Whatever they have to say, will America prove 
a good listener? The State Department states 
that “we want to have an understanding of each 
other’s point of view.” On the other hand, the 
Associated Press reports that Washington may 
“force a showdown” on laxity by South Ameri- 
can governments toward Communists. And that 
implied use of force could be a mistake. 

The nations where Communists are said to be 


‘most active—Cuba, Mexico and Uruguay among 


them—are the most democratic nations to the 
south. Communism is no problem under the 
dictatorships of Argentina or Peru. But the 
United States can hardly urge other states to 
use dictatorial means, and it would be difficult 
for us to advise them to outlaw Communist par- 
ties when we have not done so ourselves. 

Actually, Communism is on the wane as a po- 
litical force south of the border. Party member- 
ship has declined in most of these Catholic 
countries, end in some cases no thanks are due 
to United States policy. For this country has 
bungled in several ways. 

We have commented before on the reimposi- 
tion of our tariff against Chile’s basic copper 
industry, and on the blow *to Venezuela and 
other oil producers hidden in the death of our 
reciprocal oil agreement with Mexico. The 
failure to stockpile tin has damaged Chile’s 
economy. Yet in the near future we are going 
to need more copper, oil and tin. 

Such thoughtless acts carry great destruction 
to one-industry nations. Latin America already 
was dismayed by United States reluctance to ex- 
tend anything close to Marshall-type aid to 
needy southern republics. Our record has gen- 
erated increasing doubt of the “Colossus of the 
North,” and in some cases increasing misery. 
Communism is an indirect beneficiary. 

So it hardly behooves the United States to 
dictate the action to be taken by southern coun- 
tries against their native Communists. That 
will look like intervention. The one purpose of 
the inter-American meeting should be to build 
formidable defenses against the threat of aggres- 
sion from outside the hemisphere. 

Secretary of State Acheson recognizes that 
this is the goal. To reach it, the United States 
will require the advice and consent of its neigh- 
bors, and an appreciation of its own mistakes. 
Listening should prove neighborly. 
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Senator Langer’s Sound Example 

Senator Langer was one of the six Senators 
who voted against confirmation of Dean Ache- 
son as Secretary of State nearly two years ago. 
The North Dakota Republican may well still 
believe he was right in his opposition. Yet 
he does not think that this is the time for 
Secretary Acheson to be replaced. Here is 
the way he sees the ouster demand raised by 
many of his G.O.P. colleagues: 


At this time of terrible danger for this 
country all forces in this nation should 
unite against that danger. This is not the 
time to fight among ourselves. 


Sincere opposition fairly based is one thing. 
Carping and sharpshooting for political advan- 
tage are something else altogether. Senator 
Langer sets an example for those Senators who 
are willing to risk national safety in order to 
step up the hue and cry against the Secretary 
of State. 
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Where Is the Budget? 


Luman F. Matthews is making a good advance 
showing as Supervisor-elect of St. Louis county. 
His decision to nominate John J. McAtee for 
county counselor promises an excellent appoint- 
ment, and his appraisal of the county’s financial 
problem is frank. But when Judge Matthews 
says the county will need more revenue for 1951, 
he states a proposition which he ought to prove. 

Under the new home rule charter, Matthews 
will become the county’s chief executive on Jan. 
1, and also its budget officer. But he has pre- 
sented no budget. Instead of recommending fi- 
nancial measures to the County Council, he has 
asked that group to develop ordinances on the 
number of county employes and their pay. 

At the moment the county is operating under 
state law, which requires filing of budgets by 
Nov. 15. Auditor Clarence Hackmann did file a 
budget of sorts, but of very poor sorts, since it 
did not even give the previous year’s expendi- 
tures. A 1951 budget is still needed, and that is 
entirely up to Mr. Matthews. 

Undue speed cannot be expected of a govern- 
ment not yet in office. But the first of the year 
draws near, and on what financial basis is the 
new government to operate? The situation is 
inore serious because ‘he county has had a 
deficit for three years. The 1950 deficit may 
amount to $350,000 or more. And the home rule 
charter specifically requires a balanced budget 
in the future. 

Unless some budget proposal comes from 
Judge Matthews soon, St. Louis county will en- 
ter a new governmental period without knowing 
where it is going, or whether it can pay its way. 
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New Weapon on the Jeep 

The Army announces that it now has in pro- 
duction a new antitank weapon that will give 
the infantry “unprecedented hitting power,” and 
enable it to knock out any known tank. It says 
that since the Korean war began it has devel- 
oped a 105-mm,. jeep-mounted, recoilless rifle 
with a five-mile range and a 10-shot-a-minute 
rate of fire. Added to the 35-inch bazooka, the 
mine, the 75-mm. recoilless rifle, aerial rockets 
and napalm, it is another check against the tank. 

Since the Army says this new weapon would 
be effective against “any known tank,” appar- 
ently it can dispose of even the monster Joseph 
Stalin III, a model far superior in gunpower and 
armor to any American tank. As Russia is re- 
ported to have approximately 40,000 tanks, the 
potential of this armored force must be taken 
into account in planning for the defense of West- 
ern Europe against any aggression. 

Certainly it is reassuring to think of nimble 
jeeps, each packing the wallop of a 105-mm. 
gun, hopskipping about the flat plains of West- 
ern Europe after Bussian tanks, like so many 
Davids against hordes of Goliaths. But, welcome 
as this new jeep-cannon is. it must not be for- 
gotten that a concealed foot soldier, armed with 
rifle, machine gun or grenade, often can dispose 
of an arms-<arrying jeep.

they should be as readily available as the fare 
boxes into which riders without permits must 
deposit 15 cents.

In part this argument may be an aftermath 
of the company’s foolish refusal to accept last 
summer the wage rise awarded by a public hear- 
ing panel at the time the decision was handed 
down. For bad blood engendered by such a 
controversy is not easily forgotten. 

But it is as hard to understand how either 
side could permit this kind of ill will to boost 


the price of transportation as it is to understand 


why the matter was not ironed out béfore the 
permits were put on sale. Both. sides knew 
what the contract said about passes. Days ago, 
at the latest when the Public Service Commis- 
sion fare order was made, they should have 
decided whether or not permits are passes. 

This is quibbling against the public welfare 
with a vengeance. There is no justification for 
continuance of the current absurd situation. If 
there can be no immediate agreement, the mat- 
ter should be arbitrated, and the permits should 
be for sale from operators, not supervisors, im- 
mediately. 
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Gen. Ridgway Takes Command 


I have, with little advance notice, as- 
sumed heavy responsibilities before in bat- 
tle, but never with greater opportunity for 
service to our loved ones and our nation in 
beating back a world menace which free 
people cannot tolerate.

Ridgway took command of the Eighth United 
States Army in Korea. Being a successor to 
the late Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker is no easy 
assignment, but the former paratrooper com- 
mander of the great Ejighty-second Airborne 
Division measures up to it. He is a leader of 
soldiers who leads and in Korea there is room 
for no other kind. 

Gen. MacArthur’s headquarters and the top 
command in Washington are wise in using this 
opportunity to put all forces in Korea under 
Gen. Ridgway. Liaison between the Eighth 
Army under Gen. Walker and the Tenth Corps 
under Maj. Gen. Edward M. Almond was not 
ail it might have been. The U.N. military 
organization in Korea is definitely improved by 
the new unified command. 
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Last Failure in Civil Defense 

St. Louis’ failure to join in the state-wide air 
raid test should be the last bit of foot-dragging 
by this community in the vital task of civilian 
defense. 

Mayor Darst’s repeated statements in recent 
days that he is aware of the situation, and de- 
termined to do something about it, give promise 
that the Civilian population of St. Louis is now 
to receive some real protection rather than just 
words and plans on paper. 

The caliber of the man whom the Mayor, with 
the advice of the Civil Service Commission, se- 
Jects for Director of Civil Defense, will be the 
best indication of what St. Louisans may expect 
in the way of air raid protection from now on. 
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Nepal Catches Up 


The~current upheaval in Nepal would have a 
remarkably familiar look to Mazzini and Kos- 
suth, and maybe’even to the barons of Runny- 
mede. For the idea of constitutional govern- 
ment which toppled most of the autocratie 
thrones of Europe generations and centuries 
ago at last has struck the little Himalayan des- 
potism. 

Nepal's quivering under the blow may not 
be as important as other things which are going 
on in the world of 1950. But neither in New 
Delhi nor in Peiping is it likely to be forgotten 
that Nepal is a neighbor of both India and Com- 
munist-invaded Tibet. Turmoil in Nepal could 
be a golden opportunity for the Kremlin's 
Asian servants. 

Consequently the news that an interim gov- 
ernment with a somewhat broader representa- 
tive base is to be established in Nepal is wel- 
come. A cabinet able to command the allegiance 
of both loyalists and insurgents until a constitu- 
tion is framed might thwart any Red hopes for 
Communist seizure of the country by internal 
subversion. 
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Arguments Against Exemptions 

The aldermanic hearing on exempting some 
small theaters from provisions of the fire safety 
code produced some excellent arguments for not 
exempting them. 

City Building Inspector Thomas Ballowe told 
the aldermanic public safety committee of a 
dozen theaters whose projection booths are not 
fireproofed; of handles on emergency exit doors 
which do not work; of boiler rooms which are 
not completely inclosed; of storage of “every- 
thing from alcohol to gasoline” in theaters, 

If any theaters are to be permanently ex- 
empted, what reason is there to believe that their 
owners will suddenly become paragons of virtue 
and take the elementary safety preeautions they 
are not observing now? There is no alternative 
to compelling them to protect the lives-of their 
patrons. . 

The argument made by proponents of exemp- 
tion is that the theaters involved are so small 
that they could be emptied speedily in event of 
fire. But a panic, which frequently occurs in 
the case of a theater fire, could block aisles and 
exits effectively. A small-scale death trap is 
just as serious an affair to those inside as a 
larger one. Must there be another disaster in a 
St. Louis theater before the Aldermen will ful- 
fill their responsibility to poset the public 
safety?

Everybody give the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion a hand for getting in there and bucking 
the inflationary trend of living costs.

Apathy of Our Citizens 


THE PROSPECT BEFORE US, by John Dos Passos, 

Houghton Mifflin, 375 pgs., $3.75.) 

This latest product from the busy pen 
of John Dos Passos is a non-fictional at- 
tempt to interpret the troubles of our 
society and to point out what needs to be 
done to preserve the republic in its c -igi- 
nal form as the kind of social organization 
which produces free men. Unfortunately, 
Mr. Dos Passos does it the hard way by 
trying to be novelist and reporter as well 
as interpreter. 


Instead of a forthright presentation of 
ideas, the book is a wandering collection 
of impressions strung together through 
the awkward device of pretending that the 
whole performance is a series of lectures 
attended by a small group of people .prob- 
ably enticed by the interesting caption: 
“The Prospect Before Us.” The novelist 
does not succeed in making the lecture 
scenes real; indeed, the reader may be 
annoyed by their constant artificiality. 


The first and second lectures deal with 
England—her wonderful resistance during 
the war and her 
present “difficulties” 
with quasi-Socialism. 

The long. third 
lecture (112 pages) 
entitled “Principles 
of Power” was in- 
cluded apparently be- 
cause Mr. Lecturer 
had been to South 
America.

Worried justi- 
fiably at this point over possible audience 
failure to comprehend the moral, the re- 
porter turns interpreter—and Mr. Dos 
Passos in direct style at last delivers his 
opinions on our society at mid-century. 

The basic trouble he finds is indiffer- 
ence: “The unions are having the same dif- 
ficulty in getting their members to go to 
meetings that corporations have in holding 
the attention of their stockholders or po- 
litical parties trying to drive their voters to 
the polls. They are all fighting the apathy 
of the average citizen. . The trend at 
present is toward massive bureaucracy ‘> 
industry and government. ... The cure lies 
in increased participation. Participatio, 
in local self-government, unit by 
ail this complication of hierarchies (indus- 
tria], labor and governmental) would tend 
to cure the apathy which is the worst 
disease of the mass-production economy.” 

The conclusion that a democratic society 
requires participation is not new but its 

importance validates repetition. Mr. Dos 
Passos might have done this the easy way 
by writing only the last chapter and pub- 
lishing it as an essay.

Each Policy Unworkable. 


The crucial difference between | 
the two men begins with their 
radically different beliefs about 
the size of the American army. 
Mr. Dewey called for “a swift 
acceleration of the draft” to bring 
the army “to a strength of not 
less than 100 divisions, and our 
divisions are nearly twice as large 
as Russian divisions. .. .” Mr. | 
Hoover, on the other hand, says 
that “we have little need for 
large armies unless we are going 
to Europe or China” and—differ- 
ing sharply from Mr. Dewey— 
Mr. Hoover does not wish to go to 
Europe or to China. 

The difference between a big 
army and a small army is the 
essential difference between the 
Dewey and Hoover policies. The 
Dewey policy is the Truman Doc- 
trine carried to its logical ex- 
treme. Therefore, it calls for the 
largest possible American army 
as part of an immense coalition 
of armies from Britain, France 
Germany, Spain, Turkey, Japan, 
fighting on a front of about 15,- 
000 miles round the fringes of 
Russia and China. The Hoover 
policy is to skip the army and 
abandon the Eurasian mainland. 

It would not be difficult to 
demonstrate that each policy is 
in its separate way quite un- 
workable. Thus the armed coali- 
tion that Mr. Dewey’s theory calls 
for could not be raised, trained 
and equipped—even if we assume 
theoretically that everybody in 
the non-Communist world worked 
for it selflessly—for several years. 
What possible reason is there for 
thinking — even theoretically — 
that the Russians and the Chinese 
with their superior armies would 
permit a coalition able to crush 
them to be formed -near their 
frontiers? Would we sit still and 
do nothing for two or three years 
while well-advertised Communist 
armies were being conscripted, 
drilled and armed in Mexico and 
Canada?

Bombers Need Bases. 


One thing this does is to make 
Gen. Eisenhower's job more diffi- 
cult.

But Eisen- 
hower was willing to tackle it be« 
cause, along with most military 
men, he understands that Western 
Europe is important to the de- 
fense of the United States. 

That is true certainly at this 
stage of our military preparation 
when so large a share of our de- 
fense is predicated on strategic 
air power. The new B-47 jet 
bomber that is beginning to come 
into production is considered by 
all those pushing its production 
to be far in advance of anything 
anywhere. But there must be 
bases on the other side of the 
Atlantic for the B-47 to operate 
most effectively. 

When Mr. Hoover talked about 
using Britain as a possible bas- 
tion, he ignored the swift progress 
of technology in warfare. With 
the continent of Europe in control 
of hostile powers, the British Isles 
would be subject to attack from 
the new and greatly improved : 
guided missiles that make the 
V-Is and V-2s of the last war look 
pretty old-fashioned. Under bom- 
bardment from these new weap- 
ons, it would be difficult or im- 
possible to sustain any military 
operation of size. 

Significantly, many of those 
now counselling retreat were also 
saying in 1939 and 1940 that 
France and Britain could not be 
defended from the Nazis. The 
threat this time is greater than it 
was a decade ago. But those 
who counselled despair and de-

Tips for Teens

66 E would like tips on table manners,” writes the sec- 
W eeu of a junior high school Teen Club. Coinci- 
dentally, in the same mail came a wonderful new 
booklet published by the Girl Scouts and Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica called “Good Manners ... Your Ticket to Popularity.” 

In the chapter on table manners are these tips: 

“1, Hardly a man is now alive or a woman either who 
doesn’t know that he must not stick his knife in his mouth, 
leave his spoon in his cup, talk with his mouth full or gargle 
his soup. 

“2. Fork—Hold it in the left hand, tines down, to an- 
chor meat while cutting; or to eat a bite of what you have 
cut.

Correspondent Marguerite Higgins 
Goes Where the Troops Go, Had to 


Battle Brass to Remain at the Front

“HEN a slight, blond figure 

in dust-caked fatigue trous- 

ers crawled out of the front 
lines in Korea the other day and 
climbed in a jeep, a weary G.I. 
turned and yelled: “Come back 
anytime, Maggie — you're a sol- 
dier!” 

“Maggie” is. Miss Marguerite 
Higgins, a pretty, 30-year-old war 
correspondent for the New York 
Herald Tribune and the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. She’s been com- 
ing back to the foxholes almost 
daily since June 27 to fight her 
own two-front war; ore against 
competing reporters, male, and the 
other against certain brass hats 
who cling to the outdated idea 
that feminine reporters should 
confine their beats to ladies’ 
luncheons. 

Last week, reporting from the 
Hungnam beachhead before the 
evacuation of Korea’s frozen 
northeast, “Maggie” was. still 
holding her own against the Com- 
munists and the generals who al- 
most put her out of action before 
she was in it, 

Early Jast July, Lt. Gen. Walton 
H. Walker made the tactical mis- 
take of ordering Miss Higgins to 
return to Japan. He said the Ko- 
rean war was no place for a 
woman. “I feel sorry for the 
Eighth Army,” a correspondent 
said when the order became 
known, “Higgins is about as win- 
some as a maddened adder. Let 
anything get in the way of her 
ambition to spend each day on 
the front page of the New York 
Herald Tribune!” 

The Soviet magazine New Times 
published a cartoon showing Miss 
Higgins being marched out of 
Korea at bayonet point. The head- 
line read: “MacArthur's First 
Victory.” Maggie herself stormed 
into Gen..Walker’s headquarters 
to. announce: “I’m here as a 
newspaper correspondent—not as 
a woman.” 

Within 24 hours Walker’s boss, 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, beat a 
strategic retreat, announced that 
Maggie would be re-admitted to 
the foxhole circuit and cabled her 
editors: “Marguerite Higgins is 
held in highest esteem by every- 
one.” Later, when the attractive 
reporter and other correspondents 
flew with the general from Korea 
to Tokyo, MacArthur broke anoth- 
er rule by inviting her forward 


for an interview. 
M popurarity by tagging along 

with front line troops equip- 
ped with nothing but her tooth- 
brush, a towel, a lipstick and her 
notebook. “We've learned,” said 
Col. Richard Stephens of the 
Twenty-first Infantry Regiment 
“that Maggie will eat, sleep and 
fight like the rest of us and that’s 
a ticket to our outfit any day.” 

“We struck the sea wall hard at 
a place where it had crumbled 
into a canyon,” she wrote after 
she hit “Red Beach” at Inchon 
with the fifth wave. “The bullets 
were whining persistently, spat- 
tering the water around us. We 
clambered over the high, steel 
sides of the boat, dropped into 
the water and, taking shelter be- 
side the boat as long as we could, 
snaked on our stomachs up into a 
rock-strewn dip. . 

Maggie didn’t mention it, but 
it was the first time in Marine 
history that the leathernecks let 
a lady come along on one of their 
beachhead appointments. 

“A reinforced American patrol, 
accompanied by this correspond- 
ent, this afternoon barrelled eight 
miles deep through enemy terri- 
tory,” she reported on another 
occasion. “Snipers picked at the 
road, but the jeep flew faster 
than the bullets which nicked 
just in back of our right rear 
tire.” 

Pinned down in a regimental 
headquarters subjected to sudden 
infiltration attack during another 
front line sojourn, Miss Higgins 
lived to cable: “A coffee pot 
knocked off the table by machine 
gun fire was the first warning

Michaelis, commander of the regi- 
mental command post which had 
been under attack, wrote the 
Herald Tribune this criticism of 
Magzgie’s story: 

“It struck me as being the 
height of understatement insofar 
as the personal activities of Miss 
Higgins were concerned. During 
the attack, which lasted over four 
hours and which reached to with- 
in 75 yards of the Command 
Post, Miss Higgins, completely 
disregarding her own personal 
safety, voluntarily assisted by ad- 
ministering blood plasma to the 
many wounded as they were car- 
ried into the temporary aid sta- 
tion. 

“This aid station was subjected 
to small arms fire throughout the 
attack. The regimental combat 
team considers Miss Higgins’s ac- 
tions on that day as heroic, but 
even more important is the grati- 
tude felt by members of this 
command towards the selfless de- 
votion of Miss Higgins in saving 
the lives of many grievously 
wounded men.” 

Miss Higgins is the daughter of 
a French mother, also named 
Marguerite, and an Irish-Ameri- 
can father, Lawrence Daniel Hig- 
gins, an Air Force officer. Her 
parents settled in Hong Kong aft- 
er World War I and Maggie was 
born there in 1920. She spoke only 
French and Chinese until the age 
of 12. The Higgins family came 
back to this country after the 
stock market crash and Maggie at- 
tended high school and college in 
Oakland, Calif.. where her par- 
ents still live. | 

Somehow she managed to 
graduate with honors from the 
University of California while ac- 
quiring newspaper experience on 
the Vallejo Times-Herald and the 
San Francisco Chronicle. Moving 
on to Columbia University in New 
York, she became college cor- 
respondent for the Herald Trib- 
une, received a master’s degree 
in journalism and joined the Trib-

She covered the fearful circus 
fire at Hartford, Conn., profiled 
Gov.

While he was 
waiting for a re-write man to 
start taking the story at the other 
end, Maggie peeked prettily into 
the phone booth and asked wheth- 
er she could speak to the city 
desk for a moment. 

Gallantly, her colleague handed 
over the recei-er. Maggie stepped 
out of the booth 20 minutes later. 
She had dictated the facts about 
the fire which the other reporter 
still hcld in his hrid. 

In 1944, because of her proven 
nose for news and her fluency in 
French, Miss Higgins was sent 
to Europ-. She reported the cap- 
ture of Munich, the liberation of 
Buchenwald and Dachau concen- 
tration camps, and got the story 
of Hitler’s Eva Braun from the 
Fuehrer’s major domo. She won 
the New York Newspaper Wom- 
en’s Club award for the best for- 
eign corresp. dence of 1945 and 
the same year she became chief 
of the Heralc Tribune’s Berlin 
bureau. She was then 24. 

Her incessant race to show the 
men that the allegedly weaker 
sex can hold its own still does 
not sto; short of colleagues from 
her own paper. In Korea she has 
had friendly opposition from a 
more experienced hand than the 
one who handed over’ the tele- 
phone receiver on the New Jer- 
sey fire. The other Herald Trib- 
bune war correspondent is Homer 
Bigart, who won a Pulitzer Prize 
for reporting World War II.

Protecting Girls

‘ RS. G. has two daughters in high school. She wants to 
M proves them from the wolves. 

“It seems to me that girls are in more danger every 
year,” she writes. “I’m always reading or hearing about some 
girl from a good family who has gotten into trouble. How can 
I protect my two children from evil?” 

In the first place, Mrs. G., I'd suggest that you stop 
thinking about them as “children.” It’s hard to do; but by the 
time a girl graduates from high school, she is legally old 
enough to marry. In most states, she’s old enough to marry 
even without the consent of her parents. So you will be 
realistic if you begin to think of them as young women. 
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EVERY MOTHER with a daughter has to face this prob- 
lem of protection. I'd be glad to hear from other mothers, as 
to their experience. Not being a mother myself, I'll have to 
fall back on observation. It tells me that a girl's safety de- 
pends mainly on the ideals with which she grew up, the ex- 
amples of affection she saw in her own home and the feeling 
of security and family solidarity that she experienced from 
infancy on. Beyond that, mere knowledge is a safeguard. The 
ignorant girl is the girl in danger. 

Psychologist Lester A. Kirkendall, authority on sex educa- 
tion, talked with more than 500 young men whom he met in 
traveling about the continent. He asked them about them- 
selves, about girls, about marriage and other things. He 
found that these men generally respected the well-informed 
girl provided the girl desired respect, which, of course, is not 
always the case. 

One young man told of an experience with his girl friend 
who discussed in an objective and unembarrassed manner cer- 
tain sexual problems. “Boy, after that I respected her too 
much ever to try anything with her,” the young fellow re- 
marked. 

“The dumb ones don’t know when to stop you,” another 
said.

It is a great satisfaction 
to know that the number of peo- 
ple holding Series E bonds has 
increased in spite.of the fact that 
in 1946 and in 1950 sales declined 
somewhat and redemptions were 
increased. These Series E bonds 
are the ones most easily bought 
by people of small or average in- 
come, since they can be obtained 
in denominations of $25, $50 and 
$100 bonds. 


Everyone of us today can be a 
shareholder in our country’s fu- 
ture. If we buy these bonds we 
help to keep down inflation. They 
mean fewer purchases of unnec- 
essary things and more money 
coming into the Government 
through individual investment. 
When the Government has to sell 
to the banks that encourages in- 
flation, because it means the 
printing of more money. The 
more we put into bonds as indi- 
viduals, the more we help our 


Government to keep down infla- 
tion and the better it is for the 
economy of the country as a 
whole. |

I HAVE HEARD people won- 
der whether it was a safe invest- 
ment to buy our country’s bonds 
at the present time. I think the 
best argument to quiet anyone’s 
fears is the one that a business 
man gave me. He said that if the 
time came when our Government 
could not pay interest on its 
bonds, or redeem its bonds when 
necessary, then it would mean 
that nothing that we possessed 
would have any value. It would 
not matter what happened, since 
we would probably lose all of our 
possessions and be lucky if we 
did not lose our lives as has 
happened in various countries in 
times past. 

Even business men, who have 
been very critical of some of the 
Government’s econonfic methods 
employed in years gone by, have 
advocated the buying of these 
bonds by their employes through 
the payroll deduction plan. You 


can have so much taken out of 
your pay and invested in bonds. 
If you have a bank account, you 
can .ask your banker to buy a 
bond at stated times and deduct 
the cost from your account.

ONE MAN I KNOW has been 
buying regularly every month out 
of his pay check since 1941. He 
is looking forward to the time 
when he will have a regular 
monthly income coming in from 
his bonds investment as they ma- 
ture at the end of the 10-year 
period. When this happens he 
plans to reinvest them, but the 
plan does give him a nice sense 
of security to feel that that in- 
come is rolling up for his old age 
or for the time when he wishes 
to retire. 

It is also good to know that 
your investment in these bonds 
assures you of no loss if you have 
to cash them in before maturity.

Your right-hand opponent dis- 
cards a king on a six-card pack. 
Of course you grab it (you only 
needed 50 and your partner, has 
already melded 2-ace-ace). 


Now the normal play would be 
to take the pack with a pair of 
kings from your hand. Indeed, 
you might consider putting down 
the fourth king as well, since that 
will provide your side with a 
canasta base. And usually getting 
down a canasta base is very im- 
portant. But if you want to play 
for the big swing, perhaps a ruse 
will succeed. 


The expert we watched took the 
pack with a single king and a 
deuce. He held the two remain- 
ing kings in his hand. If his 
partner put down one or more 
kings to add to the meld, there 
was always time to complete the 
canasta. But if his partner didn't 
add any kings, then perhaps the 
opponents held one or two of 
them, or would draw one. 


That’s exactly what happened. 
The player on the right drew 
another king on his next turn. 
He reasoned this way: “My op- 
ponent probably didn’t have more 
than a single king, else why would 
he have taken the pack with a 
king and wild card? Therefore, 
it’s very unlikely that he will 
have drawn a pair of kings within 
the next one or two turns. If 
I freeze the pack on this turn, 
the king will be a pretty safe 
discard on my next turn because, 
with a frozen pack, my adversary 
won't be able to pick it up just 
to add to his previous meld.” 

Of course that’s exgctly what 
you hoped for when you delib- 
erately used a wild card to take 
the pack and held onto your nat- 
ural pair. And taking two fair- 
sized packs is a wonderful start 
toward controlling the pack 
throughout the game.

OTHING in this age of spe- 
N ciatization has really surprised 

me since the greeting card 
industry came to full flower. 

For a long time, I felt the 
heights had been scaled by the 
missive dedicated “to my ex-wife 
on her birthday anniversary.” 

But even this was topped re- 
cently in the case of a Scotch 
terrier with whom I am on speak- 
ing terms. This dog underwent a 
tonsillectomy, an operation I un- 
derstand is rare indeed even 
among dogs of distinction. 

However, the greeting card in- 
dustry proved equal to the occa- 
sion. My friend was gratified to 
receive a standard convalescence 
card bedecked with a likeness of 
his own breed and bearing the 
legend “Sorry you've had tonsil 
trouble, Hope the worst is over.” 

The point of all this is that the 
age of specialization has slopped 
over from the greeeting card in- 
dustry and has inundated the gift 
wrapping trade or art, as you 
may have noticed in recent days. 

There is now a gift wrapping 
paper and ribbon designed for 
every possible gift and for every 
conceivable occasion under this 
uncertain sun—including the pos- 
sibility that your pet elephant 
may eventually undergo an ap- 
pendectomy and some well- 
wisher desires to gift wrap for 
jumbo a bushel of delicious 
goobers. : 

Right this minute, the United 
States of America is sweeping 
into its furnaces and trash bas- 
kets a whopping fortune in gift 
wrappings, mayhap as much as 
$25,000,000 worth, péssibly twice 
as much. George A. Taffel, one 
of the manufacturing authorities 
in this field, finds it hard even 
to guess how much the nation 
spent for gift wrappings this 
Christmas season. But it was a 
pretty penny, indeed. 

And as for what it spends for 
wrapping up wedding, engage- 
ment, anniversary, Valentine, 
Mother’s day, Father’s day, birth- 
day, graduation, congratulatory, 
Easter, Thanksgiving, Halloween, 
shower, bon voyage, home com- 
ing, convalescent, Sadie Hawkins 
day, and Labor day gifts, not to 
mention those in honor of na- 
— apple week, no man know- 
eth. 

Mr. Taffel is the man with the 
appropriate paper and the right 
ribbon for each and every occa- 
sion, not excepting ground hog 
day. The only thing that amazes 
Mr. Taffel about the convalescent 
card for my chum, the Scottie, 
is that the beef accompanying the 
card was not wrapped and tied 
in the Taffel “scottie” ensemble. 

“Of course, the ribbon with the 
scottie woven in it also bears the 
legend ‘do not open until Christ- 
mas,’ and this may explain the 
oversight,” Mr. Taffel mused, and 
methought he made a mental note 
to run off some of that scottie 
ribbon minus the Christmas 
warning.

based on a good conscience and 
a loving relationship with God 
and neighbor. The outer peace 
is such as the United Nations 
aims to establish. The inner 
peace, God alone can give. 
Christmas never promised 
external peace, independent of 
inner peace. Peace of the 
world is based on peace of the 
soul. Peace does not come from 
the top down—from the United 
Nations to the citizens of the 
world. Rather, peace comes 
from the hearts and souls of 
men upwards to the United Na- 
tions. There is not first peace 
among nations, and then peace 
in hearts; first the hearts of 


individual men are happy, and ° 


then the nations. 

The Babe of Bethlehem, Who 
is God become man, came to 
bring inner peace. That is why 
the advocates of external peace 
without inner peace, men like 
Herod, did not want Him. Hence 
the Babe was the object of a 
war before He was two years 
old; the enmity of the world 
made Him the first refugee of 
Christian history. 

Later, He told us: “I came not 
to bring peace but the sword,” 
and “to set mother against 
daughter and daughter against 
mother.” He warned that all 
who followed Him woukl be 
hated by the world, and that as 
the world persecuted Him, so 

would it persecute them. 

The radical distinction be- 
tween false, external peace and 
internal peace lies behind His 
words: “I give peace, but not 
as the world giveth peace.” The 
world defines peace as the mere 
absence of war, not as that posi- 
tive thing, order. Order implies 
subordination of the senses to 
reason, the body to the soul, 
time to eternity, and man to 
God.

AT THIS Christmas season 
then, men will find peace more 
quickly if they stop trying to re- 
form the world. We cannot re- 
form the world. But what we 
can do is change ourselves, to 
start worrying about the civil 
war inside of us: this is a war 
between what psychologists call 
the super-ego, which is con- 
science, and the ego, which 
seeks only to satisfy its lusts 
and its concupicences. 

Inner peace begins with the 
righting of our conscience. Such 
peace revolutionizes the heart 
before it revolutionizes society. 
The Christian conscience asks 
itself: “What part do I have in 
the faults that are in the world? 
How much am I to blame for 
thwarting the purposes of 
God?” By diminishing the con- 
tent of evil within ourselves, we 
diminish the amount in the 
world; it is not the other way 
around.

HE criticism in this metaphor 
is that you allow yourself to 
be governed by your emotions 


rather than your reason. It is in 


itself 
the assumption that 


an emotional expression, 


mathematics-like process of the

than the inspiration of the heart. 
Philosophers, with modesty, have 
given the subject much thought. 

The old saying first saw the 
light in one of the plays of the 
English dramatist, George Col- 
man the Younger. He, wrote of a 
character that “His heart runs 
away with his head,” just as we 


say it today. 


An English writer who came 
earlier in the eighteenth. century, 
in which Colman the Younger 
was born and completed much of 
his work, was the poet, George 
Cowper. Students used to allude 
to Cowper as the dour poet, and 
dour some of his verse is. How- 
ever, the reader may find his con- 
tribution in this instance on the

yond our control, but there is 
one thing in the world over 
which we do have dominion and 
control, and that is, our own 
hearts, our own wills. When we 
better our hearts, the world 
will be better. If Stalin remade 
his soul, he would remake the 
world; but by trying to remake 
the world, he has unmade his 
soul. 

The Christmas message is not 
that peace will come automati- 
cally, because Christ is born in 
Bethlehem; that birth in Beth- 
lehem was the prelude to His 
birth in our hearts by grace and 
faith and love. Peace belongs 
only to those who will to have 
it. If there is no peace in the 
world today, it is not because 
Christ did not come; it is be- 
cause we did not let Him in: 
“There is no room in the inn.” 

Peace there can be on earth, 
but it must start, as the Angels 
said, with those who are God's 
friends.
